pared for a Trip to the

St. Johna. N. .F. June 3—The Peary 


Arctic steamer "Windward" Is ready 
to come out of dry dock today, hav- 
ing fully completed the extensive re- 
pairs which have been in progress for 
several months, and will shortly leave 
(or Sydney, C. B.. in coinmand of Cap- 
tain Samuel W Bartlott. to take on 
coal and supplies for her voyage to the 
North. While the new engines desired 
have not been obtained, 
in conse- 


quence at the utter inability of man- 
ufactuerere both in Great Britain and 
America to take ux» the contract, a 
new shaft and propeller have been 
supplied, the old engine* thoroughly 
overhauled, and put in the beet oosei- 
ble order, so that at least a knot and 
one-half an hour in speed has b*en 
gained, bringing the "Windward" up 
to- the "Kite" of the 1891-1892 and 1895 
expeditions. In addition, the hull has 
been thoroughly rebuilt, strengthened 
both within and without, and the 
Windward, as a -whole. IB in far bet- 
ter condition than she has been for 
years, new boilers having been installed 
by Mr. Harmsworth shortly before he 
turned her over to Mis Pearv in 1893. 


The "Windward" will this year sail 


as an American ship, a» far as her 
nationality Is concerned. 
The neces- 


sary legislation by Congresa haviiuc 
been approved by President McKlnley. 
though not having entered an Amer- 
ican Dort, the formal register has not 
yet been issued. Captain Bartlett, has 
however, a copy of the act, certified 
by the secretary of the treasury, unon 
which the United Btaeta consul* and 
foreign authorities of any port will 
permit |he "Wtadwarflr1 to fly the 
Star* and Strtnefl. fha rebuilt "Wind- 
ward" will be, therefore, the first Arc-

the additional -equipment, with what 
remains of the 40 tons of supplies left 
at Etah by the Diana last year, will 
be ample for the remainder of the 
time which he will devote to his work. 


Upon the arrival of the Windward at 


Etah, Mr. Peary will assume command 
and her further movements will be 
subject to the conditions of his work 
and to his Instructions. No passengers 
will be taken on the Windward, the 
Danish government having 
qualified 


their permission to land at the Green- 
land ports, with the conditions that 
tourists should not be carried. Mrs. 
Peary and Miss Peary, however, will 
go north on the steamer as far

Etah, and it is probable that the Wind- 
ward, if she returns, will bring home 
the Robert Stein party, landed near 
Cape Sablne by the Diana in August 
last.

Bride of Three Months a Victim 


of Jealous Husband's Fu- 


t 


rious Assault 


Boston, June ».—With a JackknWe la 


hta hand, George Sakto, a colored oiler 
on the steamer Prince George, .now at 
Long wharf, in a fit of passion brought 
on by Jealousy, attempted to kill his 18- 
year-old wife, Etta, a bride of three 
months, Friday afternoon, and, although 
failing to do this, he wounded her aeri- 
ou«ly, and assaulted her mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Wilson. The affair occurred 
on board the Prince George, where the 
women had gone to get money from 
Sakis. Sakis is under arrest, and his 
wife Is at a hggpital suffering from seven 
stab wounds. 


Mr*. 
Sakis is at the emergency hospi- 


tal with seven stab wounds and IB very 
weak. Her wound*, however, are not 
believed to be fatal. Mrs. Wilson waa 
not seriously injured, and was sent to 
her home in Roxtbury after treatment at 
the hospital. 


Saikis has been Jealous of the relations 


which he claimed have existed between 
hia wife and his brother, and has several 
times remonstrated with her. Friday 
was Sakis' pay day, and during the af- 
ternoon his wife and mother-in-law 
visited him on board the steamer, tha 
former to get whatever money he w*a to 
give her. 


Mrs. Wilson remained outside while 


Mrs. Said a went into the engine room, 
where her husband was working. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Sakis her husband spoke 
to her about her aJleged Intimacy with 
his brother, and 'becoming enraged by 
her answers, grabbed a large jackknifa 
and began a desperate attack on her.

Wilson heard her daughter's 


screams and, with workmen on the 
steanrer, rushed into the engine room 
where Sakis and his wife w«re strug- 
gling. 


The latter wa® bleeding from several 


wounds and had just grabbed the knife 
with her hand when her mother entered.

Description of the Capital City 


of the Transvaal.

Republic, which has just been surren- 
dered by General Botha to Lord Rob- 
erts, la a charming little town set in- 
side a circle of formidable forts, says 
the Chicago Times-Herald. So strong 
are It defenses that not even the most 
optimistic British general would have 
hoped for a speedy capture If the 
Boers had desired to make their last 
stand within It That it should be 
surrendered without a siege and with- 
out much fighting Is as pleasant a bit 
of news as Britain could receive. 
/ Pretoria la a historic spot for the 
Boer. Ita name is a modification of 
that of Pretorius, the sturdy Dutch- 
man who led his countrymen In their 
last "trek" to the country beyond the 
river Vaal. It occupies a large, uneven 
valley, everywhere surrounded by low, 
grassy hills, and the mass of green 
foliage within It renders its appearance 
very attractive and in great contrast 
to the barrenness of Johannesburg. 
The slae of Pretoria Is only a quarter 
that of Johannesburg, however, and It 
has nothing of the commercial Impor-

tance of the latter city. It IB distinct- 
ively a Boer community, with the quiet 
of an agricultural settlement. 


In 1880 there was a tort In Pretoria 


which British officers and men entered 
when the Boers rose In war and pre- 
pared for the war that ended with the 
victory of Majuba Hill. Boers besieged 
the fort, killed a number of the In- 
mates and took the remainder prison- 
ers. The British flag was torn down 
and that of the republic put up. The 
prisoners were kept In Pretoria and 
well treated till peace was declared, 
when they were released. 


As in all of the Boer settlements In 


the Transvaal, the church Is given the 
most conspicuous place within the lim- 
its of Pretoria. The government house 
Is also In the center of the town. The 
square which surrounds it Is used for 
public gatherings. President Kroger 
lived In a small, plain, single storied 
house on one of the principal streets. 


The Pretoria fortsjire of a character 


adapted to the country. 
They are 


placed oa the hills around the town 
and are open toward the rear, but wall- 
ed with heavy masonry faced with 
earth in front. In all there are seven 
of them, commanding the regular ap- 
proaches, and, it is said, an additional 
one toward the east has been erected 
since hostilities began. Two were built 
between 1894 and 1896, and the others 
are of somewhat fewer date. Their 
erection produced a sort of tower of 
Babel time among the builders, for 
French, Germans and Italians all had 
shares In the work. The greatest 
secrecy was maintained during the

building, but the story is current that 
Great Britain gained all the knowledge 
it desired about the plans through two 
army officers who served as navvies 
for a number of months. 


The center of the system of forts 


lies about 1,200 yards to the westward 
of the northern end of Pretoria and 
has a radius of something more than 
7,000 yards. The center of the city 
Itself is only about 3,800 yards, nearly 
due south, from the fort on Signal hill, 
which is about 400 feet above the plain 
on. the west side of the railway to Jo- 
hannesburg and about 4,900 yards 
from the fort on the hill to the east of 
the railway and the Auples river run- 
ning to the north. Between this fort 
and the river are the fountains that 
furnish the water supply of Pretoria. 
The distance between the forts oa ei- 
ther side of the railway Is 2,700 yards. 


The railway station where the lines 


from Johannesburg on the sooth, Dela- 
goa Bay on the east and Fletersburg 
on the north form their junction is im- 
mediately outside the city on the south 
side. The railway to Pietersburg, 
after winding some distance to the 
westward, passes oat of the plain on 
which Pretoria is situated, through 
the Daspoort or defile in the range of 
hills behind the city, through which 
also the Aupies river runs, the railway 
and river running together across the 
plain through the Winderboom poort, 
under the guns of a large fort 7,100 
yards, and a little to the eastward of 
north from the center of Pretoria. 


The westernmost fort Is on the range 


of hills behind Pretoria and lies at a 
distance of 10,300 yards northwest of 
the center of the city. The powerful 
redoubt to the southwest of Pretoria, 
3,800 yards from the center of the city, 
on the range of hills through which 
the transport road to Johannesburg 
passes, completes the circle of the lar- 
ger works defending the Boer capital. 
Behind this redoubt are the principal 
magazines, one excavated out of the 


' solid rock with a bombproof roof and 


• the other built Into the kloop, also 
i bombproof. 


I 
The number of guns mounted on the 


i forts and redoubts is said to be 120 of 
1 large caliber and quick firin? of cl!<?or- 
| ent kinds. It Is stated that some of the 
guns are of 23 centimeters caliber, but 
this Is doubtful. It is known, however, 
that there are quite a number of 15 
centimeter guns of French make from 
the Creusot works and of long range, 
as has been shown by their perform- 
ances at Ladysmith. Among the oth- 
ers there are Krupps, Maxims and oth- 


«r machine and quick firing guns. 


Each fort Is supplied with a power- 


ful searchlight capable of sweeping the 
country for miles around. Telephones, 
are laid between the forts and the gov- 
ernment builduure in Pretoria. It Is, 
understood that sli the forts axe con- 
nected by underground passages, which 
run as well to the ammunition storesl 
and the magazines. As a farther pro- 
tection it Is believed that the ap-j 
preaches to each fort wen mined inj 
various directions.

CHINA'S CHISW 


If the cable from Tien Tsin, which 


we publish today, Is faithful to fact we 
may prepare ourselves for a period of 
very serious trouble to China during 
which the United States cannot escape 
playing what may prove a very re- 
sponsible and costly part. The out- 
look today Is as decisive for trouble in 
China as was the outlook for trouble in 
South Africa when diplomatic inter- 
course was suspended. The empress 
dowager issues an edict, says the Tien 
Tsin cable, denouncing General Niel 
for killing some of the rioters, describ- 
ed as "good citizens," and ordering the 
general with his troops to a point S3 
miles from the scene of the disturbance. 


This edict unquestionably confirms 


ihe suspicion that the Pekin govern- 
ment Is In sympathy with the "Box- 
ers" and that the powers must look to 
themselves for protection to foreigners. 
Opposition to the action of the powers 
has been shown at Pekin by the re- 
fusal of the British request to open up 
the railroad partially destroyed by the 
Boxers, and it is to be feared the 
dowager empress and her advisers will 
not consent to European interference. 


A state of rebellion cannot be per- 


mitted to continue, in which the main 
objects of attack are the foreigners, 
and the powers must act if the Pekin 
government remains passive or friend- 
ly to the rioters. The outbreak must 
be quelled, and If the powers must 
move on their own initiative and on 
their own responsibility, with the Pe- 
kin government secretly or openly hos- 
tile, a clash between the forces of the 
powers and the imperial army will be 
unavoidable. 
Whether through their 


sympathy for the "Boxers" or by com- 
mand of their government the Chinese 
troops would surely become involved. 
The fate of China would then be sealed. 


An incident interesting to Americans 


is the fact that Captain McCalla of the 
Newark landed at the head of the mar- 
ines who went to Pefkin. If the powers 
act in concert and if, as is the courtesy, 
the senior commander should be select- 
ed to direct the operations of the forces 
of the combined powers Captain Mc- 
Calla may prove to be the senior and be 
the officer in command of the European 
nayal parties landed.

The city owns it 
and supplies meals at cost in its own 
restaurant or delivers them at private 
homes. 


Everything at the Association Ali- 


mentftire ia aa good as money can buy. 
The cooks are as clever as any in France, 
which is saying a great dejl. The pro- 
visions are bought in the best markets 
and are carefully selected. The service 
is excellent. Tbe dining rooms are of 
several grades, according to the furnish- 
ings and the attendance, so thq& all 
tastes may be accommodated. One may 
dine there for 3 cents on bread and 
soup and be satisfied or one may pay 13 
cents and have a full course dinner*. In 
the best rooms, which are marble floored 
and decorated with much elegance, there 
are waiters who look for tips aa natu- 
rally as though they were in theewelleet 
of Parisian cafes. 


Pure wines, which have been proper- 


ly aged, are served at about 8 cents a 
liter. 


There is no financial profit to the city 


in running this huge restaurant, which 
serves eomo 16,000 meals a day. The 
charges are based on the coat of the 
materials used, the employment of help 
and the amount spent in keeping the 
utensils, machinery and building in re- 
pair.—New York Preas.

County Commissioners Go Up Greylock 


and Examine Route 


County Commissioner William P. 


Wood and W. C. Dalzell went up to 
Greylock yesterday and made an in- 
spection of the route which Harvey E. 
Jenks has sdrveyed for the new road 
from New Ashford to the summit.

Work of the Recent 
Session of Congress 


6000 RECORD FOR REPUBLICANS 


Progress ol the Boston Harbor Appro- 


priation, for Which he Has Work- 


ed Hard. No Doubt of Repub- 


lican Success This Fall 


Congressman Lawrence returned from 


Washington last evening, where the 
session of congress closed this week. 
He was acoompanied by Mrs. Law- 
rence, who is in better health now than 
she has been for some years. His 
private secretary, Hugh Drysdale, is 
visiting: at the home cf his wife in 
G'reencastle, Pa., and will come to 
North Adams about the last of next 
week. 


Congressman Lawrence was seen to- 


day and asked about the sessions of 
congress and affairs of Massachusetts 
interest there. It has been, he said, 
a session characterized by hard work 
and the importance of problems con- 
sidered. I believe the republicans have 
reason to be well satisfied with the 
record made. We redeemed one of thft 
promises made during the last presi- 
dential election by passing the financial 
bill, therby making gold the standard 
by law. The two principal subjects of 
discussion during the last presidential 
campaign were the tariff and sound 
money. In reference to both these 
matters the republican party has kept 
its word and the result has been a com- 
plete refutation of the predictions of 
calamity so freely made by our op- 
ponents. 


We have also during this session 


passed a bill for the government of 
Hawaii, which is very satisfactory to 
the people of these islands. There has 
been more criticism with reference to 
the Porto Bican tariff bill than any 
other matter before the present con- 
gress. As the bill has been better un- 
derstood that criticism has very much 
diministed. As a matter of fact no peo- 
ple were ever treated more generously 
than were the inhabitants of Porto 
Hico. 


I received more letters from my con- 


stituents with regard to the exclusion 
of Brigham. H. Koberts of Utah than 
upon any other subject The Ameri- 
can people regarded the election of a 
polyg-amist ag a direct attack upon 
the American home. It is safe to say 
that no polygf"'st will ever again

congress. 


For the past two months the commit- 


tee on rivers and harbors of which T 
am a member has been holding almost 
daily sessions. 
Public hearings are 


now closed and it Is the plan for that 
committee to meet in Washington two 
w*>ks before the beginning of the 
nest session, to frame a general river 
and harbor bill and report it within 
a very few days of the meeting of con- 
gress. 


A matter of great Importance to the 


commercial interests of Massachusetts 
was the passage at this session of the 
survey bill, so called. This bill includ- 
ed an appropriation of $10,000 for a 
survey of Boston harbor. No approp- 
riation can be made for improving that 
harbor until a report is made upon 
such a government survey. At present 
the channels of the harbor are entirely 
inadequate to ita needs. This is a 
very poor showing for we second part 
of the United States, and I etspect at 
the next session to secure an approp- 
riation of $5,000,000 to construct a chan- 
nel 2000 feet wide and 35 feet deep from 
the Charlestown navy yard to the 
ocean. This will be tne largest a»- 
propriatin ever secured for Massa- 
chusetts. 


When asked about the prospects for 


republican success next fall, Mr. Law- 
rence said that there was general con- 
fidence in the party at Washington of 
President McKinley's success. He saw 
the president during the last day 
of congress, and was pleasantly re- 
minded of the president's visit to Berk- 
shire when the latter spoke of the de- 
lightful days he had spent here. 


"At the close of his second term," 


said Mr. Lawrence, "President Mc- 
Kmley might take up his residence In 
the Berkahires." 


Of the candidacy of Secretary Long 


for the vice-presidency nomination, 
Mr.- Lawrence spoke most hopefully, 
saying emphatically that the report 
that Senator Lodge was not heartily 
for him was false.

notice. The Boxers' movement affects 
some hundreds of square miles. Offlcnal 
diapatche* to Vienna from Pekin aver 
that the aect is more powerful than any 
political party in China, embracing no 
le*s than 4,000,000, ad manipulated by 
cealous and adroit men. 


The representatives of the powers are 


•till acting in perfect concert, which ap- 
pear* for the present to give the Chinese 
government ample chance to put down 
the diaturbens alone. 


The Tien Tsin correspondent of The 


Daily Mail, telegraphing June 7, says: 
For the last three day» the whole com- 
munity of Tien Tsin has been preparing 
to defend itseif against an expected at- 
tack by the Boxers. There is a con- 
tinual influx of refugees from the sur- 
rounding country, who are now crowd- 
ing the city. This increases the excite- 
ment, Nearly all the vallages sur- 
rounding Tien Tain are joining the 
Boxers' movement, which is taking more 
and more a fanatical character. 


Secret orders from Pekin have para- 


lyzed military action and raised the 
status of the Boxers in the eyes of the 
Ignorant masses. Although the Boxer* 
declare their first object to be the an- 
nihiliation of Catholic converts, the wire 
pullers evidently wish to propagate 
hatred among the country people against 
foreigners and thinge foreign in general. 
The movement on the surface has a 
patriotic character, but it may turn ul- 
timately against the dynasty. Thi* 
seems to be the reason why it has thu* 
far been treated with a gentle hand.

held the basin when the patient waa 
bled, helped to adjust the plasters, sew 


\ the •wounds and run with vials of medi- 


cine from one end of town to the other, 


! It was a white day when such a young 


i man enjoyed the rare good fortune ot 
dissecting a half'putrid arm. So great; 
Indeed was the difficulty of obtaining 


, anatomical subjects that the medical 
school of Harvard college made a single 
body do duty for a whole year. 


Under such circumstances the doc- 


tor's knowledge was practical, and de- 
rived from personal experience rather 
than from books. The advantages of 
study were sparingly enjoyed. Few 
physicians boasted of a library of 60 
volume*. 


His apprenticeship ended, the student 


returned to bis native town to assume 
the practice of medicine. At that period, 
with the exception of the minister and 
the judge, the doctor waa the most im- 
portant personage in hia community. 
His genial face, his engagisg manners; 
the sincerity with which he Inquired 
after the carpenter's daughter and the 
interest which he. took in the family of 
the poorest laborer made him the fa- 
twite tar miles around.

His saddlebag was tbe only drug 
store within 40 miles. Each spring the 
blood must be purified, the kidneys ex- 
cited and the damsel who fainted pro- 
fuaely bled. Luge doses of senna and 
manna and rhubarb and molasses were 
taken daily. It was safe to say that 
more medicine was taken every year by 
the well than is now taken by the tack 
in the same time.

The Pekin correspondent of The Times, 


telegraphing June 8, says: The news 
that General Nleh's foreign drilled sol- 
diers had fired upon the Boxers, who 
were destroying the railway near Tien 
Tsin, was favorably received, as giving 
Borne ground for hope that the govern- 
ment would change its policy. Now ar- 
rives the intelligence that Nieh's troops 
have been ordered to return to camp, 
and that their action has been con- 
demned. The Chinese foreign office, 
howevr-, denies the truth of the latter 
Btatem 
4t. But the denials of the for- 


eign office are never convincing. If it 
be true, the news must be regarded as 
serious. 


The American missionary conference 


today sent a dispatch to President Mc- 
Kinley, appealing for protection and as- 
serting that the missionaries at Pao- 
Tlng-Fu and other places are in ex- 
treme danger; that the Tung-Chau mis- 
sion station has been adandoned; that 
chapels have evrywhere been burned, 
and that hundreds of native Christians 
have been massacred. 


The serious condition of affairs In 


Pekin is reacting upon the provinces. 
The French minister here has received 
a telegram saying that the French con- 
sul at Hong-Tsso and the French agent 
at Hun-Nan-Fu have both been com- 
pelled to retire from their posts, as the 
viceroy announced that he was unable 
to guarantee their safety. 


The government has delegated, as a 


commissioner to the chief centers of the 
Boxers, to investigate and report, a 
notorious anti-foreign official, who Is 
known to be in sympathy with the Box- 
ers, and who was «he director of a mining 
and railway bureau that was founded 
to thwart all railway and mining de- 
v^lopments.

Mrs. A. P. Lowric; Dr. George Y. Tay- 
lor, Rev. J. A. Miller and Mrs. Miller, 
and Rev. F. E. Sltucox and Mrs. Slm- 
cor are located. At the Congregational 
mission, just outside the same city.

The other day 
Rev. Dr. E. B. Hodge received a letter 
from bis son, Dr. Hodge, dated Pao- 
Ting-Fu, April 28, parts of which are 
as follows, says the Philadelphia Preset 


"The Boxers still keep up their 


camps around us, some 15 miles away, 
but, I am glad to say, are leaving U9 
severely alone. They are not likely to 
come any nearer to us, as there are al- 
ways several thousand "soldiers in per- 
manent camp around the city. In Pe- 
king recently they placarded the 
streets, saying that they would destroy 
the Christians on a certain day. It so 
happened that on that day numerous 
prayer meetings were being held by 
the Christians which had nothing 
whatever to do with the Boxers. They, 
however, when the time came around, 
published other placards saying that 
the Christians r/ere all praying to their 
God to protect them and that, as be 
had sent his heavenly agents.down for 
their preservation, it bad been deemed 
advisable to postpone the day of at- 
tack." 


Do yon know what a Chinese Boxer 


Is? Do you know that he's a blood- 
thirsty fanatic; that he's ignorant, 
superstitious, opposed to everythng 
that smacks of new ideas; that he's 
bent on killing every man, woman and 
child foreigner in China and every 
man, woman and child who sympa- 
thizes with foreigners? That's your 
modern Chinese Boxer, and the defini- 
tion is vouched for by Missionary L. J. 
Davies, who has but just returned 
from Chinanfu, the capital of Shang- 
tung province, which is 300 miles from 
Peking and ^he place where the Boxer 
uprising started. Missionary Davies is 
now domiciled at the College Settle- 
ment, 433 Christian street The other 
afternoon he chatted of the Boxers and 
what their uprising meant 


"In China," he said, "the secret so- 


ciety is rampant 
They have more 


kinds of secret societies there than all 
the other countries combined. And 
the Boxers is a secret society. Over 
there we know them best'as the Great 
Knives or the Great Swords, by reason 
of the cumbersome weapon carried. 
Now, 
when they approach an enemy 


they go through a-secies of movements 
that remind you of a boxer—side step, 
throw up their arms, duck their heads 
to this side and that jump forward, 
jump backward. They have been call- 
ed Boxers for this reason. But the odd 
calisthenics that constitute their drill 
have a double purpose in their eyes. 
First, they make them Invulnerable; 
second, their odd motions thoroughly 
confound the enemy, cast a spell over 
them, hypnotize them. And, being free 
from being hurt and fortified with the 
fact that the enemy is incapacitated, 
the Boxers think their march is to be a 
series of triumphal processions. 


"But understand one thing at the 


outset: The demonstrations now being 
made in China are not directed against 
the missionaries alone. In fact the 
religious side of the case is unthought 
of. The real disaffection has come In 
the presence of the foreigner. It is an 
antlforelgn movement that has started 
nww, and the Boxers mean to drive 
every foreigner from China if the time 
and opportunity are given them. There 
are two things that may lead to th« 
ultimate success of the Boxers—first, 
their own confidence in their invulner- 
ability; second, the attitude of the 
Chinese officials is really in favor of 
the movement. 


"I have been In China for seven 


years, and I haw watched the growth 
of the nntlforolgn movement" said 
Mr. Davies. "Last summer Mission- 
aries W. B. Hamilton, R F. Partcb 
and myself wrote to the American con- 
sul, John Fowler, at Chcfu, and told 
him that antlforeign demonstrations 
had begun in our vicinity. Mr. Fow- 
ler was energetic to a degree and wired 
Mr. Hamilton to go to Governor Li at 
once and tell that august personage on 
behalf of the United States govern- 
ment that the slightest barm that 
would befall us or our people would be 
the cause of most disastrous conse- 
quences to the entire Chinese empire. 


"And 
Governor LI bowed and scrap- 


ed, said he loved the United States and 
that no harm should come to oar de- 
voted beads. 
Now, If you bear In 


mind that In the Chinese empire there 
are 400,000,000 people, that In my par- 
ish, which Is quarter the size of Penn- 
sylvania, I bad 700,000 people and only 
fQO of these 700,000 were Christian-

Mayor Wilkinson and several of the 


counctlmen were seen in the crowd 
during the concert, pparently enjoying 
themselves and satisfied that band con- 
certs were a goodi thing. None of them 
seemed to be burdened with the haunt- 
ing fear that the legality of their en- 
joyment mierht be Questioned. 


Mayor Wilkinson was asked between 


two numbers on the program what he 
thought of the showing. Mayor Wil- 
kinson, it is well known from his coun- 
cil record, is heartily In favor of the 
appropriation for the concerts. 


"We knew before tonight," he said,

He beg«i with 
a plea for intelligent work before 
graduation in relation to sored chosen 
occupation. The corpora It tende-nr.y cf 
today has put a prd-.r.ium on college 
•.rained minds in all pursuits. The pro- 
fessions :•!" today call for men not only 
of strong individuality, but < apable of 
v^ork. 


The corporate proposition, he said Is 


generally misunderstood and is wrong- 
!> designated as the trust question. 
The whole: tendency of civilization has 
boen toward combination and the cor- 
tnrrite movement. Tendency to com- 
bination, to co-operation and to cen- 
tralization of control, standing by Itself 
is not evil from any standpoint. It is 
indeed, a positive good to the country, 
but it presents a danger which is of 
necessity concomitant to the proposi- 
tion. History demonstrates that no na- 
tion has long survived v,Ivch has failed 
to provide local and remunprative em- 
ployment for it-- working classes. The 
development of machinery shews that 
one man of tomorrow will be able to 
do the work of many laborers of today. 


The success of this country in pro- 


viding for her laborers is her ability to 
enter the open market of the world and 
send her manufactured articles abroad. 
This requires a great combination of 
capital. 
The honest combination of 


honest capital is therefore a positive 
good. 
Combinations 
viciously pro- 


moted, unwisely financed, overcapita- 
lized and devoted to speculation rather 
tHan industry are an evil. 


After giving the history of combina- 


tions, he closed by saying: Good cor- 
porations are demanding a reasonable 
degree of publicity as to corporate af- 
fairs, and finances, and are assisting in 
setting up proper tests of corporation 
law which is national in Its extent. The 
speaker made a plea for such a law, but 
stated that meanwhile many problems 
must work out themselves.

published. Senator Tolman, who ia one 
of the majority in favor of the bill., 
gave notice that he should move an 
amendment to provide that the New 
York Central shall not charge over two 
cents a mile for passengers anywhere 
on the Albany system, and shall not 
raise the existing1 rates anywhere. The 
text of his amendment follows: 


Section 3. The New York Central 


and Hudson River railroiid company 
shall not charge, demand or receive for 
transportation of any passenger over 
any nart of the railroad formerly own- 
ed, leased or operated by the Boston 
and Albany railroad company, or which 
may hereafter be 
owned, leased 
or 


operated by the New York Central and 
Hudson River railroad comr>any, with- 
in the limits of this commonwealth", a 
maximum rate of more than two cents 
a mile; but nothing in tnis section con- 
tained , shall be construed as in any 
way authorizing- the New York Central 
and Hudson River railroad company 
to mike any increase in the rates now 
charged by the Bostoil and Albany 
railroad company for season com- 
mutation or trii> tickets or for trans- 
portation of passengers between any 
points in this commonwealth 


The ways and means committee of 


the house reported 
favorably 
the 


$500,000 highway appropriation bill and 
the bill to provide that expenses of 
over $100 for repairs of state -highways 
shall be paid from the state highway 
appropriation, and that 5 set1 cent 
of the total appropriatioii shall go to 
small towns wYiere there will never 
be any state hig-hway. Mr. Casey of 
Lee reports the bill, and the latter 
provision promisies to be of much in- 
terest to Western Massachusetts. 


The argument is that New Yorkers 


are more than ever disposed to come 
into Berkshire county for rural resi- 
dences. The trouble with the remcrte 
towns, in the minds of these New 
New Yorkers is that the roa3s are poor. 
If they were better, more people would 
come in, and the public would sain on 
the whole. 


The plan is to use the money which 


the towns will receive under this act 
for grading and draining1 th? most im- 
portant roads. Macadamizing is not 
contemplated, but such expense as will 
make the highways much better than 
they are. 


Senator Soule of Bristol county and 


Senator Tolman of Berkshire had a 
mild joint debate in the reading room 
yestfrday, which is, of course, un- 
reportable, but which indicated that 
Senator Tolman would ask for amend- 
ments to the Fitchburg lease bill be- 
fore voting in committee to report it. 
He says that he doubts if th<? Albany 
bill would have got a vote in commit- 
te before the amendments writ on.
